AST week the sports editor of a Los Angeles 

paper told his presumably trustful readers 
that the Santa Anita Handicap has replaced the 
Kentucky Derby as “the biggest thing on the 
American Turf.”’ Then, his honest brow visibly 
broadening in the general expansion resulting 
from the vigorous chemical action of local pride, 
he revealed his standard for bigness by declaim- 
ing that the Santa Anita Handicap “will remain 
the biggest thing until somebody gets the idea 
of staging a horse race with $200,000 as the 
stake and then runs giraffes to make it more 
interesting.” 

If the sports editor had considered how far 
the $100,000 added Agua Caliente Handicap of 
a few years ago fell short of being the biggest 
thing on the American Turf, he might have hesi- 
tated to admit his standard of judgment. If he 
had considered how little prestige would be left 
to the Santa Anita Handicap if it should have 
another renewal with so much disregarded foul- 
ing as the last, he would have been viewing with 
alarm instead of pointing with pride. 

But with this particular aberration we are not 
concerned. We congratulate Los Angeles and 
California on a great meeting, topped by a fitting 
climax. Their pride in its success is entirely 
justifiable, and sportsmen the country over will 
wish them further and greater successes. There 
is, however, an evil result, as well as a good, 
which may come from justifiable local pride— 
and in this there is no special reference to Cal- 
ifornia. 

In the general spread of the popularity of rac- 
ing in the last two decades, the Kentucky Derby 
was the one ace which led the way, whose name 
symbolized the traditions of the sport, whose box 
office appeal was greatest. For that success the 
Derby received the high compliment of repeated 
imitation. Track after track followed the exam- 
ple of Churchill Downs, by establishing or de- 
veloping rich races whose conditions copied 
those of the Kentucky Derby as nearly as pos- 
sible. Even the name of Derby was so widely 
appropriated that today it is beginning to hurt 
the conscience of promoters that they use the 


ate golden stream was and is on tap for a very 
small percentage of the Thoroughbred population, 
that is, for a few good 3-year-old colts and geld- 
ings. The races were open to fillies as well, but 
might as well have been closed to them, as they 
were nearly all run at a time when fillies, even 
of the highest class, were practically helpless 
against good colts. Thus was brought about an 
unjustified concentration of earning power in a 
small group of racers, a situation to the detri- 
ment of the breed. 

The Santa Anita Handicap followed an already 
accepted formula—a rich purse, handicap condi- 
tions, a distance of a mile and a quarter. As a 
result of its tremendous success, there will be 
further use of that formula, which has been a 
sure-fire enterprise for an ambitious track since 
the days when the old Suburban Handicap was 
the most talked-of race in the country. Other 
tracks, inspired by Santa Anita Park’s success, 
will be tempted into making races as nearly as 
possible replicas of the Santa Anita Handicap. 

Sectional rivalry is, and always has been, a 
powerful force in stimulating interest in racing. 
Racing associations should take advantage of it, 
for a certainty. But is it necessary for each as- 
sociation to follow slavishly the formula which 
has brought success for another? Is it possible 
that there are only three sets of conditions (Fu- 


. turity, Derby, 114-mile handicap) which can be 


used to bring about great races? Are there to 
be no big purses for great sprinters, for great 
stayers, for great fillies? Is there, in short, to 
be no intelligently planned succession of impor- 
tant events, in which adequate provision may be 
made for talent wherever it is found? 

In this connection there rises again the im- 
perative necessity for a national organization of 
racing associations, a clearing house in which 
individual energy and aspirations might be di- 
rected, to some extent, toward a common goal. 
Assuming that the men who direct the more im- 
portant tracks are possessed of vision enough to 
see beyond their own gates, we believe they 
could work together to such an extent that they 
might make of racing in America a pattern 
rather than a hodge-podge.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


EBRUARY 20. Spent most of the morning 
at the training stable where I saw four sets 
of the 2-year-olds get their work. It was 4 most 
interesting morning, for I had not watched the 
whole lot for a long time. They are galloping 
now close on 214 miles daily, besides a prelimin- 
ary trot of about half a mile. The lot of them 
are growing right and are full of vim, indicating 
that they are getting about what they need in 
the way of feed and work. The trainer considers 
his feed boxes the chief guide as to the work to 
be accomplished. I noticed that a good number 
had either ankle boots or polo boots on, these 
protecting the legs from self-inflicted blows. An- 
other thing about these boots is that a green 
rubber (groom) can put bandages on in such a 
way as to bow a horse’s tendon and a green 
man can’t go wrong strapping boots on. 
FEBRUARY 21. The arrival of visiting mares 
for the breeding season is beginning. Already 
we have five visitors from away, so we are start- 
ing the teasing of the barren mares. The visiting 
barren mares are kept at the upper farm until 
such time as the weather is fit for them to go 
out to the shed barn with the rest. The stallion 
kept at the upper farm is used for this purpose 
and he is led down the line of boxes every other 
day and is allowed to visit with the mares over 
the tops of the half doors. Down at the home 
farm we commenced operations today, riding the 
teaser up to the field in which is located the 
Madden shed and letting him stand around the 
fence while the mares and he got acquainted. 
This will be done three times weekly all season 
from now on. 


FEBRUARY 22. Starting cold, the weather 
warmed into a nice afternoon, just right for a 
brisk ride on a good mount. The fields being too 
icy, I kept to the roads up to our local hunt club, 
where a group of riders was gathered and on the 
point of going out to exercise hounds. Joining 
them I enjoyed a-good ten-mile jaunt. Back by 
dark through the now muddy fields. 


FEBRUARY 23. My Sunday morning sleep was 
rudely disturbed at 3:30 a. m. by the night watch- 
man charging in-—-the wire terrier nearly took 
his leg off—to tell me that one of the best of 
the mares was down, cast badly in a corner of 
her stall. Rushing out with little on, I found 
the mare had got her head down in a corner 
where she had pawed all her bedding away to 
get all the hay she could find. We quickly got 
forks and pulled the bedding from under her 
and slipped a shank over her off fore pastern, as 
she was on her right side. Our united efforts 
soon pulled her around and she jumped up, 
sweating some and nervous to a degree. To 
quiet her I slipped her a chloral hydrate capsule 
and she soon settled down to a small bunch of 
alfalfa which we put into the stall to distract 
her attention from her troubles. 

FEBRUARY 24. Bred our first mare today. The 
belated breeding season is starting. The mare, 
a visitor, was examined and found to be in good 
shape. The tail was bandaged with a clean ster- 
ile bandage and she was led over to the stallion’s 
stall where she was well tried over the half door. 
She was in good order, so she was taken into 
his paddock where the best footing was. The 
figure-8 leg strap was placed on her near fore- 
leg and a twitch was put on her nose. The stal-

lion was led out, quietly, and was allowed to ap- 
proach her on the near side, where she could 
not have kicked him if she had tried. The cover 
was accomplished without any untoward event. 
The stallion was led back to his stall and then 
was turned out. The mare went right out into 
the paddock. 


FEBRUARY 25. There was a real feeling of 
spring in the air this morning. The snow and 
ice are melting, and what a mess there is un- 
derfoot. We had the teaser up at the shed barn 
this morning. We have a coupe of men there to 
stop any kicking among the mares and to lead 
up for special attention any mares that seem to 
warrant it. In years of experience with this kind 
of trials I have found very few mares which 
did not indicate in some manner to a watchful 
observer the fact that they were not in season. 
This is nature’s method and is following her lines 
much closer than if we were to take the mares 
into a pen and twitch them and otherwise dis- 
turb them. This teasing of the barren and 
maiden mares will be continued at least three 
times weekly throughout the entire season, so 
that none may be overlooked. 

FEBRUARY 26. Just how much of a guide to 
probabilities the list of dates on which mares are 
due to foal is, was demonstrated to me today 
when I was checking the list which is placed 
on one of the stable walls for the benefit of the 
men. No less than five mares are overdue, from 
two to seven days and none of them seems to be 
in the least bit of a hurry about it.

Lucky Horse 


OP ROW was a lucky winner of the $112,500 

Santa Anita in more ways than one. He was 
lucky when Time Supply powdered Discovery 
leaving the gate—causing the favorite to sulk 
the rest of the way. And luckier still that he 
wasn’t disqualified for slamming Rosemont into 
Time Supply three-sixteenths from home. 
Strangely, Wayne Wright has been less vigorous- 
ly applauded for his catch-as-catch-can tactics. 
Top Row is a little hornet of a horse, but this 
is the second time he has been lucky to whip 
Discovery, even with a weight pull. In the Mas- 
sachusetts Handicap last year Stand Pat ran in- 
terference for Top Row, bringing about the de- 
feat of the Vanderbilt horse. Talk of Baroni 
being willing to match Top Row with Discovery 
for $50,000 a side at levels is ridiculous. He is 
too smart for that. Even Everett makes Discov- 
ery give Top Row six pounds. Old Rosebud is 
not underestimating Top Row. He’s another 
Plucky Play. Nor is he overestimating Discovery. 
That horse apparently has all qualifications of 
a great performer but one, the ability to “take 


Florida Derby 


REVITY must be this department’s red hot 

selection in the $20,000 Florida Derby, with 
Tintagel incapacitated by a kick from the same 
Stand Pat mentioned in the first paragraph. 
Wayne D. Wright, who already has booted the 
winners of the Santa Anita Derby and Santa 
Anita Handicap, will have the mount, and that 
lad considers Brevity the best horse he has ever 
ridden. He has deported himself like a first- 
class horse so far, especially when’ outgaming 
Snark in the Champagne and when galloping a 
mile in 1:35 9-10 (to be exact) in his 1936 bow. 
It remains to be seen whether he can mud and 
whether he can stay. A galloping victory in the 
Florida race would make him the future book 
favorite for the Kentucky Derby. J. E. Widener 
has experienced poor luck in the latter Derby, 
with Osmand (half-brother to Brevity) missing 
a work and so dropping a head decision to 
Whiskery, Peace Chance encountering interfer- 
ence and Chance Sun, winter book favorite last 
year, going lame a few days before the race. 


Top Row’s Trainer 


LFRED ALBERT BARONI, former truck 

gardener, taxi driver and slot machine baron, 
gathered a total of $112,500 for winning the 
world’s richest and roughest horse race. This in- 
cludes the $7,500 trainer's prize. He also holds 
the distinction of having developed both Wright 
and Top Row. Top Row, a $3,500 claim, now is 
winner of $211,820, just $164,924 behind Sun Beau. 
He ranks fifteenth on the American list of money 
gleaners, just ahead of better horses such as 
Crusader, Sysonby and Colin. Baroni is justi- 
fied in having refused $75,000 for Top Row, a 
950-pounder which is as near his weight in gold 
as horses get to be. The Italian immigrant has 
earned the right to rank as a first-rate condition-

Much from Little 


P. COMBS, who purchased Color Sergeant 
e for $650 and “made” him as a sire has 
obliged Old Rosebud with a rather amazing story. 
Mr. Combs, who breeds and rears pure-bred 
stock, in Missouri, writes: “It is a kind of hobby 
of ours to experiment around with miscellaneous 
cheap stock and see what we can do with it. 
Perhaps you will be amused at some of the fol- 
lowing: Independence Chief, sire of Chief of 
Longview, possibly the greatest show saddle 
horse of the breed and sire of Knight Flower, 
the great mare of this year, cost us $265. 
Meadows, a greyhound who sired Traffic Officer 
and Traffic Cop and was the outstanding sire 
in America for many years, I bought for seven 
pounds ($35) in England. Stilts, who almost 
made over the Jersey Duroc breed, sired several 
champions and cost $60 as a pig. We had the 
grand champion in the National Dairy Show, the 
only exhibitors who ever bred their own cham- 
pion and she was out of a cow we bred on the 
farm and a bull we bred. Mrs. Combs’ champion 
Hackney mare, Captivation, who won the cham- 
pionship in New York last year, was out of an 
English mare that cost her about $800 and was 
by a stallion that sold one time for about $200. 
None of the mares we owned that were bred to 
Color Sergeant cost over $325. Some of them 
I bought for $60, $75 and on up to the ‘large’ 
sum above mentioned. Frankly, I do not know 
what the moral is and I’m not especially inter- 
ested in that, except that it is a lot of fun.” The 
writer never heard of anything like it before 
and congratulates Mr. Combs for having achieved 
the ultimate in something.

Encouraging Foul Riding 


O less absurd than the failure of the Santa 

Anita stewards to disqualify Top Row in the 
big handicap was the action taken by the Hialeah 
Park stewards the other day when they called 
Sammy Renick into the stand and asked him 
how many days he thought he ought to get for 
a foul he’d just committed. “I’d like to get back 
up Florida Derby Day. Give me 10 days,” he re- 
plied. So they gave him 10 days! The Santa 
Anita officials may have been thinking to pro- 
tect the fair name of the handicap by failing 
to make any disqualification and suspensions. 
The situation was much the same as in the 
Brokers Tip and Head Play Kentucky Derby. 
Stewards shouldn’t put anything above the rules 
of racing. These make no allowances for the 
values of the purses, nor for crowd psychology. 
Which is as it should be. By failing to discharge 
the duties for which they are so well paid, stew- 
ards themselves are encouraging foul riding. 
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COLDSTREAM’S COLDSTREAM

T the close of the 1935 racing season, when 
Joe McCarthy, Jack Campbell, and Frank J. 
Bryan issued 2-year-old handicaps, a consensus 
of their opinions placed Tintagel, Hollyrood, Red 
Rain, Coldstream, and Grand Slam at the top of 
the list, with not more than two pounds difference 
from first to fifth place. Tintagel, training in the 
south, was very near a race when an injury at 
the heels of Stand Pat retired him temporarily. 
Red Rain, not nominated for the Derby, is being 
brought along very slowly, with later races in 
mind. Grand Slam, at last reports, was training 
under the shed at Laurel Farm, in Maryland; 
Hollyrood is galloping at Hal Price Headley’s 
Beaumont Farm, near Lexington; and Cold- 
stream is under saddle at Coldstream Farm, a 
few miles from Lexington on the Newtown Pike. 
There, much earlier in the morning than he 
liked, the writer went one morning last week, 
to see *Bull Dog’s best son and the 14 other 
horses which Trainer Alex B. Gordon has in 
training at the present. Coldstream was, of 
course, the principal object of attention. He was 
being prepared for saddling when I arrived, and 
a negro attendant sat on the floor of the stall, 
wrapping bandages about the colt’s fore legs. 
Coldstream, standing thus quietly for inspection, 
presented a fine appearance. He stands perhaps 
15.3, having grown about an inch during the 
winter. ‘‘He’s grown a little bit all over,” Trainer 
Gordon said. ‘He has lengthened out and has 
filled up well. He’s big enough if he’s good 
enough.” I judged his weight at 1,100 pounds, 
an estimate which his trainer thought a bit high. 
He is an extraordinarily heavily muscled colt, a 
fact which stood out by comparison when Noble 
Star, Masterpiece, and Bulwark, all 3-year-olds, 
were brought out for exercise with him. Very 
straight hind legs, a broad and powerful back, 
and a good head are prominent characteristics. 
He is an intelligent fellow, quiet and well 
mannered. 

As we walked out behind the four 3-year-olds 
to the small paddock in which they were to be 
exercised, I found Trainer Gordon rather pessi- 
mistic about Derby chances. “He was coming 
along well until about three weeks ago,” he 
said. “While there was plenty of snow on the 
ground, I graded a 14-foot path on the track, 
and could gallop him safely there. Now you're 
taking a chance every time you come out.” 

The field was really very bad. Parts of it were 
soft enough, too soft even, but here and there, 
where a tuft or heavy growth of grass had kept 
out the sun, the ground was frozen solidly. A 
much better and larger field, affording a mile 
and a quarter circuit, sloped toward the north 
and was even harder. 

The limit of possibility, consequently, was a 
moderate trot. Coldstream led his three stable- 
mates around the small paddock, covering per- 
haps four miles before going back to the barn. 
As they circled the paddock, Noble Star occasion- 
ally diversified the routine by lashing out with 
his heels and jumping sidewise. This usually 
started Masterpiece to misbehaving, and on these 
occasions Coldstream sprinted forward, went 
quietly back to his trot when well away from the 
others. He is a horse of very smooth and grace- 
ful action. He needs harder work very badly, 
however, and Trainer Gordon shook his head at 
the prospect of forcing three months’ work into

two. He said that when digging down to some 
frozen pipes he had found 32 inches of frost in 
the ground, and that horticulturists and nursery 
men had informed him that at least 10 days of 
fine weather would be necessary to get it all out. 

Noble Star, a son of Brown Bud and Etoile 
Filante, and hence a half-brother to High Quest, 
looked best of the others. Masterpiece and Bul- 
wark, which have been gelded, have grown very 
little, if at all, since last year. 

Back at the stable, when these four had been 
ccoled out and put away, the other four older 
horses came out. These included the 4-year-olds 
St. Bernard and Finance, of which the former 
looked especially good. ‘He has days,” Trainer 
Gordon said. Floradora, a 3-year-old daughter of 
*Bull Dog, is an especially big and fine looking 
filly. She started but twice last year, won her 
last out, at Churchill Downs, on the day that 
Coldstream failed in the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes. Albania, a 3-year-old *Bull Dog filly, is 
the other older horse. She won her only start 
at two. 

Trainer Gordon explained Coldstream’s defeat 
in the Futurity and the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes as largely a matter of under-training. The 
colt was jumped on in the Hopeful Stakes, and 
did not recover from the cuts he suffered in time 
to be at top form for his later races. In the 
week preceding the Futurity he worked on Sun- 
day, won an overnight race from good company 
on Tuesday, went to the Futurity without an- 
other work. With the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes on the following Saturday, all he could 
get between was a train ride. The cuts are com- 
pletely healed now, and the colt is thoroughly 
sound and in fine health. Given good weather, 
he will come rapidly to hand. 

Seven 2-year-olds make up the remainder of 
the group, two colts and five fillies. The colts 
are not exceptional, as the best of the Cold- 
stream crop went to the Saratoga yearling sales 
last summer. Among the fillies, the best was 
Evening Tide, a half-sister by *Bull Dog to 
High Quest. The 2-year-olds:

There isn’t, incidentally, a chestnut in the 
stable. *Bull Dog, apparently a dominant in the 
matter of coat color, has got nothing but bays 
and browns. In common with other trainers, Mr. 
Gordon reports that he has had no trouble with 
illness during the winter. The 15 horses in his 
charge are in excellent health. All they need is 
good weather and footing suitable to harder 
work. 

FLORIDA'S 3-YEAR-OLDS 

That Brevity will go to the post a rather 
strong favorite for the Florida Derby March 7 
is assured. His public trial performance, one 
mile in 1:36, was most impressive and bolstered 
the opinion of those who held him the best 2- 
year-old of last season, but a colt with limited 
opportunities. He raced only three times, winning 
twice, and was the victim of a world of bad 
luck in his major effort, the Hopeful at Saratoga. 
Not only will the colt be the public choice for 
Hialeah Park’s principal race, but if no bad luck 
befalls him, he will be in the same position for 
more than one of the season’s big specials for 
horses of his age. 

Joseph E. Widener has publicly outlined the 
early campaign of the half-brother to Osmand, 
a horse which carried the Widener colors to 
many distinctive successes. After the running of 
the Derby at Hialeah Park Brevity will remain 
at the track until well into April, when he will 
be shipped to Churchill Downs for his final prep- 
aration for the Kentucky Derby. From the Ken- 
tucky course he will go to Belmont Park, passing 
up the Preakness. The big objectives for the colt 
on the Big Apple are the Withers and Belmont 
Stakes. ; 

But while Brevity rather dominates Florida 
Derby prospects, the sailing may not be so easy. 
Great interest was added to the event by the 
supplementary entry of *Mont Blanc, son of the 
English Derby winner Coronach. *Mont Blanc 
had never been to the races until coming to 
Hialeah Park, but has now piled up a record 
which warrants the great hopes entertained for 
him. Finishing just behind the money in his 
maiden effort, he followed up with three vic- 
tories, one at a mile in 1:37, coming very fast 
at the end to defeat some other likely Derby 
horses. He generally is credited with a winning 
chance in Florida’s biggest racing event. ‘No 
telling just how good this fellow is,’”’ is a favorite 
reference to the son of Coronach. Eddie Arcaro 
has been engaged to ride, which is nothing 
against his chances. George H. (Pete) Bostwick, 
owner of *Mont Blanc, will not see his horse per- 
form in the Derby. At the time he will be busy 
in England with the preparation of Castle 
Irwell, his candidate for the Liverpool Grand Na- 
tional Steeplechase. 

Maeriel, whose 2-year-old score is better than 
that of any of the Derby horses aside from 
Tintagel, is a factor for the race. None of the 
others can afford to make a mistake with this 
steady son of Ariel. espite the showing of 
Brevity, there should be a field of good propor- 
tions. Good work reports have been circulated 
about one or two from the stable of Col. E. R. 
Bradley, whose specialty is the winning of 
Derbys. 

The major disappointment of the race is that 
Tintagel and *Crossbow II will not be in the 


field. The injury Tintagel sustained from a kick 
while on the track for exercise, while it carries 
no menace of permanence, so seriously interfered 
with his work that Trainer George Odom was 
forced to announce the colt’s absence from the 
field. *Crossbow II won his first start, but had 
a rather hard time doing so. It may be that this 
hard race, when he probably was not at top form, 
had an adverse effect, for in his subsequent ef- 
forts he showed to very poor advantage. He has 
been shipped to the farm at Lexington.

NOT A DAY 

Knox Osborne, who has the honor of galloping 
Hoilyrood in his preparation for the Kentucky 
Derby, reports an error in the account of the 
colt’s training as given in last week’s issue of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE. It was stated that Hollyrood 
“has galloped every day since January 15, with 
the exception of the day of ‘the big blizzard’.” 
According to Osborne, not even the big blizzard 
stopped him. “When he would get into a snow- 
drift up to his belly, he would slow up, scramble 
through, and light out again.”

FAIR GROUNDS 

WO non-claiming events featured a rather 

mediocre card at the Fair Grounds on Feb- 
ruary 29. An allowance race for 3-year-olds was 
won by Mrs. J. Chesney’s Professor Paul, a son 
of *Justice F. The winner, an odds-on favorite, 
overhauled Mrs. L. E. Dean’s Reunited only in 
the final yards. The other non-claiming event, an 
overnight handicap, was won by R. A. Coward's 
Morvich mare, Heart Break, which won easily 
from G. E. Ewins’ Khamseen. 

An even cheaper card was offered on Sunday, 
when a charity program for the benefit of the 
police pension fund was run off. A crowd of 
about 9,000 made the day a very successful one. 
With the racing of Sunday, the Fair Grounds 
passed: the eighty-fourth day of an 111-day meet- 
ing which began last Thanksgiving. 


FAIR GROUNDS STABLE BURNED 

Fire of undetermined origin destroyed barn 
number 30 at the Fair Grounds February 29, the 
blaze being discovered between the fourth and 
fifth races of the day. Thoroughbreds quartered 
in the barn included those owned by Conn 
Smythe, R. E. Spicer, and L. K. Rogers. All 
were led to safety, as were those of two ad- 
joining stables which were slightly damaged by 
fire. The structure was valued at $8,000 by the 
Louisiana Jockey Club. A small amount of 
equipment also was lost in the fire. 


JOCKEY HELD IN MURDER 

Jack O’Day, free lance rider at the Fair 
Grounds track, was held by New Orleans police 
following the death of Mrs. Estelle Hughes, 29, 
on February 24. <A _ blood-stained automobile, 
owned by O’Day, was found near the body, be- 
hind a railway station. In it police found O’Day’s 
hat, coat, a .45 caliber pistol. O’Day admitted 
being intoxicated, said, “I might have shot her 
for all I know.”

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CALIFORNIA 


SANTA ANITA CLOSES 


AVING set, on February 22, a record in pari- 

mutuel betting since 1932, and having com- 
pleted what was perhaps the most financially 
successful winter meeting ever held in America, 
Santa Anita threw in a record-breaking closing 
day for good measure, with a crowd estimated at 
58,000 out to see the running of the San Juan 
Capistrano Handicap on February 29. The pari- 
mutuel handle, for the first time, passed a million 
and a quarter dollars, when complete figures on 
the day showed a turnover of $1,261,271 on the 
seven-race program. The closing day’s turnover 
pushed the total for the meeting to $25,251,913, 
making a daily average of $435,377 for the 58 
days, the highest average for a meeting of com- 
parable length since the beginning of the de- 
pression. 

As was the case with the inaugural meeting 
last winter, the financial success of the meeting 
was not all its operators had to congratulate 
themselves upon. Many of the best Eastern 
stables made the journey west again this year, 
and the racing was of high quality. A fine pro- 
gram of stakes, topped by the $100,000 Santa 
Anita Handicap, was offered, and the overnight 
races also were of good class. The graded handi- 
caps, which Santa Anita, more than any other 
track, has substituted for claiming events, af- 
forded excellent sport, were apparently wholly 
satisfactory. 

Racing made new inroads on Hollywood this 
year, and a number of screen figures gave up 
being photographed with horses for publicity 
purposes, to buy and race their own Thorough- 
breds. California breeders, encouraged by the 
daily races for California-bred horses, have been 
more liberal buyers in Eastern markets in recent 
years, and a considerably larger number of per- 
sons in California are interested in breeding and 
racing than in any year since the sport’s decline 
there three decades ago. 

With a one-week intermission, California rac- 
ing moves northward. Tanforan will begin a 25- 
day meeting March 7, will offer a five-day week 
of racing. On April 18 Bay Meadows will open 
for 25 days, and with the end of that meeting, 
on May 16, the California season will close until 
next fall. 


WHOPPER’S FINE EFFORT 


Willie Saunders, contract rider for Hal Price 
Headley, was not in good physical condition when 
the Santa Anita Handicap was run, and Earl 
Steffen had the mount on Whopper in that race. 
His instructions were to lie weil behind Pre- 
eminent’s pace during the early stages, but the 
powerful Whopper, breaking fast, refused to be 
rated, held close to the terrific early pace, and 
even then might have got part of the rich purse 
had he not been blocked entering the stretch. 
Whopper (112) came out again for the San Juan 
Capistrano Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1's miles) at Santa Anita Park on 
closing day, February 29, with Saunders in the 
saddle. Among the entries were two horses 
which had preceded him to the finish of the race 
a week earlier, Mrs. F. A. Carreaud’s Time Sup- 
ply (120) and Fred M. Alger, Jr.’s, *Azucar 
(118). Time Supply had picked up six pounds 
from his weight in the Santa Anita Handicap, 
*Azucar carried the same weight, Whopper had 
two more pounds aboard. Others which had 


competed in the rich race were Neil S. Mc- 
Carthy’s Tick On (106), with a four-pound drop 
in weight, and H. C. Hatch’s Ariel Cross (103), 
which was racing three pounds lighter. The big 
closing day crowd bet with the order of finish 
in the big race, making Time Supply favorite, 
*Azucar second choice, and the Headley entry 
of Whopper and Preeminent (106) third. 

Whopper took the track at once, but at no 
such blistering pace as had been set the previous 
Saturday. Preeminent, close up for a quarter- 
mile, began falling back, and the 8-year-old Tick 
On came up to challenge. The son of On Watch 
made several determined efforts to get to the 
leader, but Whopper, which was leading him by 
a head at every post for the first mile, pulled 
away with ease in the last eighth to win by 
slightly more than three lengths. Tick On stuck 
it out to take second place by a neck from 
Ariel Cross, though the Hatch racer was gaining 
at the end. Greentree Stable’s First Minstrel 
(109), in close quarters at the start, raced gamely 
into fourth place, a head behind Ariel Cross, a 
length in front of Time Supply. The favorite, 
though having minor difficulties at the start, 
had no excuse thereafter, raced far below his 
previous form. Behind him came Scotch Bun 
(102), Singing Wood (109), Pompeys Pillar 
(104), *Azucar (118), Ann O’Ruley (98), and 
Preeminent (106). *Azucar ran out on both 
turns, tired badly in the stretch. Only horse with 
an excuse was Pompeys Pillar, which propped at 
the start, almost unseating Charley Corbett, and 
lost all chance at once. Time, :23%, :47%6, 
1:1145, 1:371%%, 1:50, track fast. Stakes division, 
$10,950, $2,000, $1,000, $500.

SECOND TRACK 

Patterned after the Keeneland Association’s 
non-profit track, now under construction at Lex- 
ington, a second Los Angeles track is being con- 
sidered by a group of California sportsmen. 
Robert Muckler, spokesman for the group, said 
February 22: 

It is their plan to operate on a non-profit basis, with 
revenue to be placed in a fund to retire the principal 
over a period of years, and to increase the value of 
stakes. Net proceeds would be contributed to the State’s 
old age pension fund. 

Muckler, a Hollywood business man, said fur- 
ther that the organization did not wish to extend 
racing in Los Angeles County, but would ask for 
30 days of the dates now granted Santa Anita. 

The California Horse Racing Board, which has 
already granted dates for the Santa Anita meet- 
ing of next winter (approximately those of the 
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meeting just closed), issued an official statement 
a few days later: 


There are no formal applications for race track per- 
mits before the board at the present time, nor have 
there been for about a year. There have been recently, 
however, inquiries from several interested groups. 

At a meeting of the board the subject of an addi- 
tional race track for the Los Angeles area was discussed 
and it was the unanimous opinion of the board that 
it was not advisable io encourage the construction of 
another winter track in this area at the present time. 

The board feels that a permit for a second race track 
might be granted in the future for a late spring and 
summer race meeting, but this only where there are 
a sufficient number of good horses available to conduct 
racing on the plane which has been already established 
here, and only when we feel that the community will 
be receptive to such a move. 


TURN-OVER 

Pari-mutuel betting at Santa Anita Park dur- 
ing the last week of the 58-day meeting reached 
what is probably an American record, when the 
average turn-over was $708,440 for each of the 
six days. Monday was the only day on which 
wagering fell below the half-million mark. Ar- 
lington Park, during its best days, averaged 
about $600,000 daily, but there is no previous re- 
port of a pari-mutuel average above $700,000 for 
six successive days. The daily handle, during 
Santa Anita’s closing week:

MATCH RACE PROPOSAL 

Four days after Top Row’s victory in the 
Santa Anita Handicap, Owner A. A. Baroni was 
reported as offering to bet $50,000 that the Pea- 
nuts colt could repeat his victory over’any horse 
or all horses in the field. Owner Baroni said 
“over the same distance and at the same 
weights.”” Next day Trainer J. H. Stotler, con- 
ditioner of Discovery, wanted to know what was 
meant by “same weights.” If weight-for-age was 
indicated, he expressed himself interested in the 
$50,000 challenge. Said Trainer Stotler: 

I don't know of a fairer way of running a match 
race, but I’m afraid Baroni would want Discovery to 
pack about 140 and Top Row 115. 

Owner Baroni meant, it developed, for Discov- 
ery to carry 130, Top Row 116, the Santa Anita 
Handicap weights. Proposals for a match race 
dropped out of the news. 


APPRENTICE BRAMMER WINS 

The Bing Crosby prize of $500 for the leading 
rider at Santa Anita was awarded on a basis 
of four points for a win, two for a second, one 
for a third. By the middle of the last week it 
was obvious that Danny Brammer, Iowa boy, 
would be the winner, as he had 40415 points to 
300'. for Edwin Yager, the runner-up. Accord- 
ingly the prize was presented on February 28, 
next to the last day of the meeting. Brammer 
rode his first winner, Fair Time, at Bay Meadows 
last spring. 
CAMPILLO WINS 

As the feature of Thursday, February 27, Santa 
Anita offered the California Championship Purse, 
for California-foaled horses. The race, with a 
$2,500 purse, was won by Campillo, 5-year-old 
Cantankerous gelding, from Carleton Burke’s 
Greenfield Stable. The Burke racer, which shared 


top weight of 128 pounds with three other horses, 
under the weight-for-age conditions of the race, 
was in front at every post, but interfered some- 
what with J. W. Marchbank’s Lady Florise 
(3-y-o, 102) in midstretch, possibly not enough 
to affect the outcome. 


EVERETT SIGNED AGAIN 

Charles H. Strub, Santa Anita Park’s general 
manager, said February 28 that Racing Secretary 
Webb Everett had signed a contract to act as 
racing secretary for Santa Anita for five years. 
Secretary Everett is already slated to serve as 
racing secretary at Tanforan’s spring meeting, 
after which his services will belong exclusively to 
the Los Angeles track. The contract, reports 
said, called for an increase in salary. 


CALIFORNIA ANNUAL SALE 

A meeting of principal California breeders was 
held after a dinner at the Hotel Maryland, 
Arcadia, Calif., on February 25, and a discussion 
on the advisability of an annual sale of yearlings 
in Southern California was opened.

RACING, BETTING, AND TAXATION STATISTICS FOR 1935 


ECRETARY Thomas R. Underwood, of the 

National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners, last week released the subjoined com- 
pilation of racing statistics for 1935, along with 
his 70-page report of the third annual meeting 
of the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners. As will be seen, Illinois led the 
list in total pari-mutuel turnover. That State 
had 183 days of racing, however, making the 
betting average much lower than that of Rhode 
Island, where betting totaled $29,790,404 with 
but 72 days of racing. Rhode Island was also 
the leader in the amount of tax collected by the 
State, with $1,042,681. California, with a State 
revenue of $1,005,103, was in second place. The 
figures for California include only the fiscal 
year ending June 30. California’s turnover and 
tax will be considerably larger for the current 
fiscal year, as more than $25,000,000 was wagered 
during the 58 days of the Santa Anita meeting 
which closed February 29, giving a revenue of 


$1,000,000 to the State from that meeting alone. 
Figures for Ohio include nine recognized tracks, 
Coney Island, Northampton Park, Beulah Park, 
Dayton, Thistle Down, Bainbridge Park, Lancas- 
ter, Canfield, Hamilton (which did not open in 
1935), and about 25 county fair tracks. Florida 
statistics apply to the winter season of 1934-1935, 
and do not include returns from the current sea- 
son there. 

Washington, which had two tracks running 
last year, Spokane and Longacres, of which 
only one is included in the following chart, has 
the dubious distinction of having the largest 
take-out, with 15 per cent and breakage to five 
cents coming out of the pooling. Next is Arkan- 
sas with 14 per cent and breakage to five cents. 
California and South Dakota take out 12 per 
cent, break to 10 cents, but Santa Anita, during 
part of the 1935 season, and of the recently con- 
cluded meeting, reduced this to 10 per cent, with 
breakage to 10 cents.

An equally good race was the overnight 
handicap which followed the feature, engaging 
10 sprinters, the best of which proved to be the 
3-year-old Sir Emerson, owned by Valdina Farm 
Stable. The Petee-Wrack colt, a $400 Saratoga 
yearling, was making his first start since last 
November, when he won an all-age stakes at 
Epsom Downs from a fairly good grade of handi- 
cap horses. The colt has now earned $6,175. 

A good crowd was reported on opening day, 
attendance being estimated at about 6,000. Dave 
Heisman, supervisor of the totalizator depart- 
ment, said that the betting was above that for 
last spring’s first day. A series of small stakes 
events are being offered at the Texas track, with 
the Ben Milam Handicap up for decision on 
March 7. 

NEW RULING ADOPTED 

The Texas Racing Commission adopted, on 
March 2, the following ruling, immediately 
effective: 

If any horse or horses should be disqualified for 
being in under weight, the money bet on any horse or 
horses so disqualified shall be deducted from the pool 


and refunded to the purchaser or purchasers of tickets 
on the horse or horses so disqualified. 


SALAAM WINS EASILY 

The San Jacinto Handicap ($1,500 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles), which opened 
the Epsom Downs stakes program on February 
29, went unexpectedly to C. E. Davison’s Salaam 
(106), extreme outsider in the field of six which 
went postward. Support was rather evenly di- 
vided, with H. C. Rumage’s Our Count (118) a 
slight favorite. At the start Mrs. A. M. Creech’s 
Reaping (106) went to the front, with money 
Getter (111), coupled with Black Peter (106) to 
form the Three D’s Stock Farm entry, closest 
in pursuit. Jockey H. Dudley had allowed 
Salaam to drop out of contention, and was last 
going around the first turn. Approaching the 
final quarter he called on the Broadside gelding 


for speed, and Salaam rapidly overtook his field, 
drew out to lead by two lengths at the eighth- 
pole, four lengths at the finish. Also coming 
from far behind was A. G. Tarn’s Whipper 
Cracker (100), which got up to take second 
place by a nose from Black Peter. Our Count 
was a nose farther back in fourth place, Money 
Getter and Reaping completing the field. Time, 
12435, :4835, 1:14%4, 1:404, 1:48. Stakes di- 
vision, $1,135, $300, $150, $50.

FLORIDA 


HIALEAH PARK 


IALEAH PARK, now in its last full week, 

will offer a double stakes program on the 
last Saturday of the meeting, March 7. Chief 
interest will attach to the ninth running of the 
Florida Derby, for which J. E. Widener’s Brevity 
is now an overwhelming favorite. C. V. Whit- 
ney’s Bright Plumage, which ran a very credit- 
able mile in 1:3645 to win an overnight purse 
on February 29 also has gained supporters. 
Rushaway, another J. E. Widener candidate, may 
start, but not in the Widener silks, as he was 
sold February 29 to W. C. Stroube, of Corsicana, 
Texas. The Hialeah Juvenile Championship, for 
2-year-olds which have won a race, will be the 
other stakes. 

Saturday, February 29, also had a double 
stakes program, in the Widener Challenge Cup 
and the Nursery Stakes No. 2. A crowd esti- 
mated at 18,000, wagering more than $400,000, 
saw W. H. Furst’s Mantagna win the handicap 
event, scoring at the direct expense of Mrs. W. 
P. Stewart’s Chance Ray, running the fastest 10 
furlongs in Florida racing history. The Nursery 
Stakes No. 2, for fillies, went unexpectedly to 
Sophia Tucker, a chestnut daughter of Haste. 

With the completion of next Saturday’s pro- 
gram, Hialeah Park has only a charity day, 
March 9, remaining of this winter’s meeting. 
State and Federal authorities have indicated 
that they may waive their respective taxes on 
this day, so that the entire amount may go to 
swell the charity fund. A part of the fund will 
go to provide for disabled horsemen, the re- 
mainder will be distributed to Miami charity or- 
ganizations. 

On March 10 racing in Florida will move to 
Tropical Park, where a 20-day meeting, closing 
April 1, will be begun. It is expected that most 
of the horses now racing at Hialeah Park, with 
the exception of a few of the larger stables, will 
remain to race at the smaller Miami plant. 


RULINGS 

For foul riding on February 27, W. Duffy was 
suspended for the remainder (nine days) of the 
Hialeah Park meeting. C. Landolt, for his ride 
on the subsequently disqualified Wise Bun March 
2 was suspended for the remainder of the meet- 
ing, and recommendation made to the State 
Racing Commission that the suspension be ex- 
tended to 20 racing days. 


SOPHIA TUCKER’S NURSERY STAKES 

First run of the stakes attractions at Hialeah 
Park February 29 was the Nursery Stakes No, 2 
($2,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, three furlongs). 
Most strongly supported was Owaller (119), a 
Blackwood filly owned by Mrs. Emil Denemark. 
Owaller met with misfortune at the break, how- 
ever, when Chanting (119), one of the fractious 
ones which caused an 11-minute delay at the 
post, came over and bumped her. Sophia Tucker, 
a daughter of Haste, owned by Orienta Stable 
(C. H. Knebelkamp, D. K. Weiskopf, E. Swarz- 
hanpt, and L. Gerngsoho, according to the 
American Racing Manual) broke in front and 
stayed there to the finish, though Owaller, re- 
covering from the bumping, was rapidly wearing 
her down at the end. The decision was withheld 
while placing judges consulted photographs of 
the finish, after which Sophia Tucker was de- 
clared winner by a nose. A length and a half 
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behind the leaders, third place went to R. L. 
Gerry’s Pathos (119), by High Strung. J. W. 
Parrish’s Perlette (116), by Percentage, ran a 
good race to take fourth place. The others, in 
order, were May Ro (114), Clouds (116), Story 
Time (116), Navarre (114), Chanting, Lady Day 
(114), and Alexandrine (114). Jockey Charley 
Landolt rode the winner, which, with a strong 
wind behind her, ran the distance in :3345, over 
a fast track. Stakes division, $3,250, $400, $200, 
$100.

MANTAGNA SCORES 


Chief handicap prize of the Florida season is 
the Widener Challenge Cup Handicap ($10,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 144 miles), which had 
its first running February 29, is to have $50,000 
added for the 1937 running. When Whopper left 
Florida to run in the Santa Anita Handicap, E. 
F. Seagram’s Stand Pat became an almost over- 
whelming choice for the important Hialeah Park 
race, but Stand Pat’s performance in the Joseph 
McLennan Memorial Handicap on February 22 
indicated that he was considerably below his top 
form. A well won victory by his stablemate, 
Sablin, kept the Seagram entry favored for the 
Widener Challenger Cup Handicap, however, and 
Stand Pat (122) and Sablin (109) went post- 
ward last Saturday at even money. 

At the start Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart’s Chance 
Ray (105) took the lead, speedily opened up day- 
light over W. H. Furst’s Mantagna (109), which 
Eddie Litzenberger kept sending along in second 
place. Stand Pat, which appeared sore when he 
came on the track, raced well for three-quarters, 
then sulked, and it was obvious that, as far as 
the public choice was concerned, the race was 
up to Sablin, which had reached third position. 
Sablin hung in the drive, however, and Mantagna 
and Chance Ray, with the race between them, 
battled to the finish. In the last 20 yards Man- 
tagna got up to win by a head, with Chance Ray

leading Sablin by a length and a half for sec- 
ond place. Mrs. B. N. Kane’s Fidelis (104) was 
fourth, followed in order by Steel Cutter (107), 
Nectarine (110), Corinto (109), Mountainy Man

M. McGonigle’s Wise Bun, which finished first 
in the 2-year-old race at Hialeah Park March 2 
was disqualified because of interference with 
Sciva, the runner-up, and the grabbing tactics of 
her rider, Charley Landolt, who was suspended 
for the remainder of the meeting (six days). 
The recommendation was made to the Florida 
Racing Commission that the suspension be con- 
tinued to a total of 20 racing days. Sciva, by 
The Scout, was given first money. 


DISTANCE RACES PLANNED 


At a dinner given in his honor by the New 
York Turf Writers’ Association February 27, 
Joseph E. Widener announced plans for Hialeah 
Park’s 1937 meeting, including raising the en- 
dowment of the Widener Challenge Cup to $50,- 
000 added, and the inauguration of a series of 
distance events, with purses graded upward ac- 
cording to distance. Another important point of 
Mr. Widener’s address to the more than 100 Turf 
writers was an endorsement of the use of the 
camera in determining the order of the finishes, 
and the walk-up system for starting. In con- 
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nection with an advance of about $10,000 in over- 
night purses, Mr. Widener said: 


I believe the public desires longer events. 
not only colorful, but will induce owners to race a 
better grade of Thoroughbred. Also, in increasing 
our total money distribution in daily purses, it is our 
aim to have more horsemen share in the awards, 
rather than the few who benefit in the stakes. The 
additional money to be offered next year gives us a 
well balanced stakes and overnight race program. 

I have always said that 2-year-olds should not be 
encouraged to too much racing. They should be allowed 
to develop. Saratoga is early enough to start their 
racing careers. With that in mind, we will maintain 
a purse value of $800 for 2-year-old races. The cheaper 
sprint events will have a similar worth. 

In our efforts to build up Thoroughbreds of stamina 
for distances, we will offer a graded scale of overnight 
purses. The minimum will be $1,000 for mile races; 
mile and one furlong, $1,100; mile and one-quarter, 
$1,200; and mile and one-half, $1,500. Such an arrange- 
ment will provide patrons with more attractive over- 
night races in the 3-yvear-old and upward and 4-year- 
old and upward divisions. 


WOMAN TRAINER 

The Florida State Racing Commission has 
granted a trainer’s license to Mrs. G. B. Goodsell, 
who will have charge of Flying Arab, Budding, 
and Chance Favor. Mrs. Goodsell is the seventh 
woman to receive a trainer’s license within the 
last year. Others were Miss Hambla Bauer, Miss 
Judy Johnson, Miss Mary Hirsch, Miss M. E. 
Henderson, Mrs. J. R. Collins, and the late Mrs. 
E. M. Hector.

First dead heat of the Florida season came 
at Hialeah Park February 29, when Misled and 
Sweet Guinea passed the finish so closely lapped 
that neither the judges nor the camera could 
separate them. Six dead heats have been re- 
corded at winter tracks this season, all with 
automaticaily photographed finishes.

HAVRE DE GRACE STAKES 

N the back page of this issue of THE BLOOD- 

HORSE appears an advertisement of the four 
stakes to be offered at the spring meeting of the 
Harford Agricultural and Breeders Association 
at Havre de Grace. The 14-day meeting, opening 
April 13, offers four stakes, headed by the $10,- 
000 added Chesapeake Stakes, which will be one 
of the most important pre-Derby tests for 3- 
year-olds, at 1 1-16 miles. For handicap horses 
over the shorter routes, the sir-furlong Harford 
Handicap is offered, with $5,000 added, and the 
$7,500 added Philadelphia Handicap will attract 
3-year-olds and up for 1 1-16 miles. The Aber- 
deen Stakes, for 2-year-olds, is at 4144 furlongs, 
with $2,500 added by the association. All stakes 
close Monday, March 16, Maryland tracks hav- 
ing adopted the recommendation of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners, to 
close all stakes on the fifteenth of the month, on 
the sixteenth when the former date falls on 
Sunday.

KENTUCKY 


DERBY NOMINATIONS 

ELEASED on the afternoon of February 29 

were the nominations for the sixty-second 
running of the Kentucky Derby, up for decision 
on May 2, 1936, a date to which horsemen train- 
ing in the North have mildly objected, as being 
somewhat early for horses held back by the un- 
usual severe winter. A total of 102 entries were 
made, a figure slightly below that of 1935, when 
110 were named. The 1936 nominations, in fact, 
were the fewest since 1922, but with the ex- 
ception of C. V. Whitney’s Red Rain and Walter 
M. Jeffords’ Jean Bart, none of the prominent 
1935 2-year-olds are missing. The list includes 
72 colts, 27 geldings, and three fillies. The 1935 
list was made up of 73 colts, 28 geldings, nine 
fillies. 

The inevitable stories on the “filly prospect” 
which appear each year, will probably be hung 
on King Ranch’s Split Second, winner of last 
year’s Selima Stakes. Foxcatcher Farms’ Gold 
Seeker and W. C. Goodloe’s Seventh Heaven are 
the other fillies, and neither has shown the class 
of the Sortie—One Hour filly. 

The leaders in point of money won in 1935 are, 
in order, Tintagel, Grand Slam, Hollyrood, Post- 
age Due, and Ned Reigh. High in pre-race an- 
ticipation also are The Fighter and Valevictorian, 
both of which have turned in good performances 
in California; Brevity, now a strong. choice for 
the Florida Derby; Bright Plumage, recently win- 
ner at Hialeah Park over a good band of 3-year- 
olds; and Coldstream, which is training in Ken- 
tucky. 

Greentree Stable and Brookmeade Stable were 
the most liberal nominators, each entering five 
horses. Next, with four entries each, are Alfred 
Vanderbilt, Wheatley Stable, and Shandon Farm. 
Three each were named by Belair Stud, E. R. 
Bradley, Calumet Farm, and Milky Way Farms 
Stable. Four imported colts appear on the list, 
but two of these, *Crossbow II and *Delphinium, 
both stakes winners, are from matings made in 
America. The others are G. H. Bostwick’s *Mont 
Blanc, son of the English Derby winner Coron- 
ach, and Belair Stud’s *Isolater, by Blandford, 
leading English sire, out of the American-bred 
Priscilla Carter, by *Omar Khayyam. Neither 
*Mont Blanc nor *Isolater raced at two. 


ODDS 


Immediately after publication of nominations 
for the Derby, came publication of future book 
odds. Charles Burke, who has taken over the 
book of the late Thomas Kearney, makes Hal 
Price Headley’s Hollyrood the 6-to-1 favorite, 
with Brevity, at 8 to 1, a second choice. Grand 
Slam and Coldstream, at 10 to 1, are next. Frank 
J. Cosgrove, New Jersey bookmaker, made Brev- 
ity a 7-to-1 favorite, with Tintagel second choice 
at 8 to 1. Grand Slam, Hollyrood, Memory Book, 
Coldstream, and Ned Reigh, all at 12 to 1, are 
next. 


CARRICK DISPERSAL SALE 

Mrs. Anne Askew Carrick, widow of James L. 
Carrick, whose death occurred February 19, has 
decided to dispose of the horses owned by her 
late husband. In this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
is an advertisement which announces that the 
Thoroughbreds and other horses included in the 
estate will be sold by public auction at her home, 
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Hillcrest Farm, just outside Georgetown, Ky., at 
10 o’clock on the morning of Saturday, March 14. 
Jesse Shuff, of Georgetown and Lexington, will 
act as auctioneer. 

The thoroughbreds to be sold are the stallion 
Black Comet, winner of 20 races and $16,330 in 
five seasons; 12 mares, of which the majority 
are now heavy with foal, one already has a foal, 
and two are maidens; and two yearling colts. 
Besides these there will be offered 15 head of 
saddle horses, a teaser, a lead pony, and various 
equipment. 


THOROUGHBRED CLUB MEETS 


The regular meeting of the Thoroughbred Club 
of America was held Saturday, February 29, in 
the club’s room at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, 
with President Thomas Piatt presiding. Principal 
speaker was Col. Stanley Koch, executive secre- 
tary of the Lexington Military District, and 
member of the club, who spoke on _ national 
defense. About 50 members and guests were 
present. 

Horsemen were especially interested in Colonel 
Koch’s statement that only two regiments of 
cavalry in the United States Army were being 
completely mechanized. About 15 regiments are 
in service in peace time. The number would 
mount to 55 in time of war, but the number of 
mechanized units would not be increased. Supply 
trucks will replace horse-drawn vehicles in other 
regiments, but with the exception of the two 
regiments, Colonel Koch said that the Army does 
not intend to replace mounted troops with motor- 
ized units. 

At the next meeting of the club, March 14, the 
annual election of officers will be held. 


MYRTLEWOOD TRAINS 

Brownell Combs’ Myrtlewood, one of the crack 
Mid-West sprinters of last year, which ran six 
furlongs in 1:0925 to set a new American record 
at Arlington Park last September (subsequently 
lowered by Clang in his special race with Myrtle- 
wood at Coney Island), has been shipped to 
Douglas Park, Louisville, to enter training for 
1936 racing. Trainer Ray Kindred, in charge of 
the daughter of Blue Larkspur, plans to train 
her for somewhat longer distances than she at- 
tempted last season. Myrtlewood, in 15 starts, 
has won seven races, finished second three times, 
third twice, has never been unplaced. 


LANG HORSES SHIPPED 

C. W. Damon, trainer of the horses raced by 
J. C. Lang, last week shipped seven horses from 
Hartland Farm, where they had wintered, to 
Churchili Downs, where their training will be 
continued. Included in the group are the Ham- 
tramck Stakes winner Fast Stride, Epinique, Blue 
Maique, Lady Sybil, Sun Boy, and a lead pony. 
Trainer Damon reported the Churchill Downs 
track in good condition, said about 400 horses are 
now on the grounds.

GRAND NATIONAL TOURISTS 

EN the Aquitania sailed from New York 

last week it carried two American couples 
who will be very much interested in the outcome 
of the Grand National Steeplechase, to be run 
Friday, March 27. Mr. and Mrs. Alvin Unter- 
myer are represented in the race by Bagatelle 
II, whose candidacy has been virtually dismissed 
by form students. The other couple was Mr. and 
Mrs. George Herbert Bostwick. Their hopes are 
not so lightly considered. 

“Pete” Bostwick, millionaire and accomplished 
amateur rider with many victories in his record, 
both in America and England, feels confident 
he will be able to complete the unparalleled Ain- 
tree course on his Castle Irwell this season. 
Last year he had the same horse in the lead for 
a full turn of the course and was going easily 
in third place when Castle Irwell landed unstead- 
ily, chucked him off at the Canal Turn, six 
jumps from home. 

At the call-over on the Grand National in 
London Monday of this week, Castle Irwell 
was well up among the favorites. Last year’s 
winner, Reynoldstown, was first choice at 17 
to 2, Golden Miller was 10 to 1, Avenger 100 
to 7, Castle Irwell and Belted Hero 100 to 6. At 
the call-over a week earlier Golden Miller had 
held his position as first choice at 11 to 2, 
against Reynoldstown’s odds of 19 to 2. The next 
day (February 25) Golden Miller refused a jump 
and threw his rider during the running of the 
Newbury Steeplechase; odds against Miss Dor- 
othy Paget’s famous jumper immediately moved 
up. The race was won by Lord Derby's Hills- 
brook, a Grand National candidate. 

Young Mr. Bostwick expected to get into action 
at Lingfield Park late this week, ride as much 
as possible this month in order to be ready for 
the Aintree ordeal when it comes. Bolstering 
his confidence as he sailed was a series of Ameri- 
can successes.

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FIRST FACTS OF BREEDING 
Note: This is the second of a series of articles 
dealing with breeding and racing fundamentals, 
especially for the benefit of those new to both 
fields. Inquiries from readers are invited. 
* 

Sire Lines 

NE of the first curious facts which strike a 

beginner who attempts to thread the laby- 
rinth of pedigree study, is that every Thorough- 
bred anywhere, in America or abroad, goes back 
in male succession to one of three stallions. 
These three, Herod, Matchem, and Eclipse, are 
the direct male ancestors of all Thoroughbreds 
now living. In fact, if one searched out any 
modern pedigree to its source, he would find 
that Herod, Matchem, and Eclipse, make up 
more than 95 per cent of its total male ancestry. 
So completely have these three horses dominated 
the Thoroughbred race that a survey by Lieut.- 
Col. Vuillier a few years ago showed that more 
than 90 per cent of the entire male ancestry of 
the Thoroughbred was shared among these three 
stallions. 

To put the situation in its simplest form, the 
three stallions here named, and the _ tap-root 
mares listed in this department last week, make 
up the entire ancestry of the English Thorough- 
bred to all practical purposes. 

Male descent, commonly called tail-male, is 
recorded by the top line of the pedigree, just as 
tail-female represents the bottom line. Largely 
as a matter of simplicity, horsemen are accus- 
tomed to think of pedigrees principally in terms 
of male lines and female families, leaving more 
or less out of account the middle lines. There is,

however, no biological reason for believing that 
the middle lines, especially recent ones, are of 
less importance. In the pedigree appearing on the 
following page, male lines (whether tail-male 
or not) are set in boldface type. The tail-male 
line is the top line. The letters at the extreme 
right indicate tail-male descent from Herod, 
Matchem, or Eclipse. 

This pedigree is typical of modern pedigrees in 
that there is a preponderance of the Eclipse male 
line, with that of Herod rarest of all. A survey 
of all foals dropped in America in 1932 showed 
that 82 per cent ran back to Eclipse in tail-male, 
12 per cent to Matchem, and 6 per cent to Herod. 
English and French stud books similarly would 
show a great majority of foals tracing to Eclipse. 
Each of these three stallions was a descendant

of a horse imported into England from Turkey 
or Arabia. The first of these was the Byerly 
Turk, an officer’s mount in the Irish wars in 1689, 
captured, so tradition says, from the Turks. 
Next, in point of time, was the Arabian stallion 
shipped to England in 1704 by a Mr. Darley, who 
purchased him in Aleppo. Last of the three was 
the Godolphin Arabian, which got to England 
about 1730 and was owned at one time by the 
Earl of Godolphin. Several conflicting stories of 
his origin exist, many investigators agreeing that 
he was a Barb, a breed which differs from the 
Arabian in being a little coarser, with a more 
arched neck, more prominent withers, and deeper 
chest. 

Each of these imported horses had several 
sons, but in each case only one male line suc- 
ceeded in perpetuating itself. From the Godol- 
phin Arabian, in the second generation, came 
Matchem (1748). King Herod (1758), commonly 
called Herod, came in the fourth generation from 
the Byerly Turk, and the Darley Arabian line, 
in the fourth generation, produced Eclipse 
(1764). 

This rather tenuous descent is typical of an- 
other curious truth. Without knowledge of the 
facts, one might reasonably assume that tail- 
male descent would go out into increasingly com- 
plex patterns, with dozens of lines back to the 
early sires of these three lines. In actual fact 
there are very few lines after one goes back a 
few generations. Take the Matchem line, for 
example. There is probably not a horse of this 
line anywhere in the world today which does not 
go back to Matchem through West Australian 
(great-great-grandsire of Fair Play). West 
Australian is seven generations removed from 
Matchem. The line, consequently, was passed on 
by only one stallion in a generation, for seven 
successive generations. West Australian had two 
sons which bred on, and each of these produced 
two sons which bred on. Consequently none of 
the present tail-male descendants of Matchem, 
nearly 200 years removed from him, could go 
back more than three or four generations 
without falling into one of four lines back to 
their common ancestor. Most important of these 
in America is that which leads to the Fair Play 
“tribe,”’ including Display, Man o’ War, Chance 
Shot, Chance Play, American Flag, and many 
others. These came from *Australian, son of 
West Australian; from West Australian’s other 
son, Solon, came such stallions as Flying Ebony, 
Zev, *Omar Khayyam, and a few others. To 
pick up the tail-male line of Discovery’s pedi- 
gree where the above pedigree ends, Spendthrift 
is a son of *Australian, and the line runs back 
through West Australian, Melbourne, Humphrey 
Clinker, Comus, Sorcerer, Trumpator, Conductor, 
MATCHEM. 

Herod got three sons whose tail-male descend- 
ants still exist, but only two of these are in the 
least prominent. One line, in fact, accounts for 
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most of the Herod horses, including *Royal Min- 
strel, *Kiev, Jean Valjean, *Dan IV, *Epinard, 
*Ksar, *Pot au Feu, and Wise Counsellor. The 
only American stallion of importance in the 
branch which descended from Highflyer, another 
son of Herod, is Galetian, sire of the 1935 crack 
sprinter Sation. Only the line of Wise Counsellor, 
direct male line descendant of *Glencoe, has been 
in America any length of time, all of the others 
being either imported, or sons of imported sires. 

The Eclipse line, much larger, is much more 
complicated. From the line of Eclipse’s son, 
King Fergus, came Vedette, which sired Galopin 
and Speculum. From Galopin came the lines of 
St. Simon and Galliard, including such American 
stallions as *Kantar, Vito, *Hourless, Prince Pal, 
Mate, and others. From Speculum came the line 
of the recently imported stallion “Alcazar, and, 
through Rosebery, such prominent sires as Pom- 
pey, Reigh Count, *Sun Briar, Sun Beau, *North 
Star III, and the two Kentucky Derby winners 
Bubbling Over and Burgoo King. 

A second son of Eclipse, whose name is va- 
riously written Pot-8-O’s and Potoooo0000, ac- 
counts for the rest of the prolific Eclipse line. 
The chief Eclipse lines from Pot-8-O’s are: 


MUSKET (eight generations from Pot-8-O's), 


founder of the line which includes *Chicle, 
Whichone, and others. 
HAMPTON (seven generations from Pot-8- 


O’s), male ancestor of *Bright Knight, Peanuts 


(sire of Top Row), St. James, *Wrack, and 
others. 
DOMINO (nine generations from Pot-8-O's), 


founder of one of the chief “American lines”, 
and ancestor of Tick On, Black Toney, Blue 
Larkspur, Peter Pan, Equipoise, High Time, 
Stimulus, Supremus, Infinite, and others. 

MONARQUE (five generations from Pot-8- 
O's), founder of a French line not heavily rep- 
resented in America, but including *Snob_ II, 
*Dis Donc, and Clock Tower. 

ISONOMY (seven generations from Pot-8- 
O’s), sire of *St. Germans (sire of Twenty 
Grand), *Challenger II, *Swift and Sure, *Lance- 
gaye (sire of Cavalcade), *Star Shoot, and the 
great English sire Blandford. 

STOCKWELL (six generations from Pot-8- 
O's), founder of a tremendously prolific line, in- 
cluding such American representatives as *Car- 
laris, *Pharamond II, *Sickle, Caruso, *Sir Gal- 
lahad IIT (leading American sire in three years), 
*Bull Dog, Gallant Fox (sire of Omaha), *Co- 
hort, Spanish Play, Apprehension, Pilate, and 
many others. The greater part of these, includ- 
ing all of the above except Apprehension, Pilate, 
and Spanish Play, come through BEND OR, 
grandson of Stockwell. 

BEN BRUSH (eight generations from Pot-8- 
O’s), founder of another of the “American lines,” 
and ancestor of such as Broomstick, Saxon, John 
P. Grier, Upset, Ariel, Greenock, Sweep, Vic- 
torian, and others. 

Many of these have their subdivisions, natur- 
ally very numerous, when one considers that 
there are approximately 1,000 stallions standing 
in America today. One needs to go back only a 
few generations, however, to find simplicity in 
the pattern. THE BLOOD-HORSE each year, pub- 


lishes a supplement which contains, among other 
things, charts showing the tail-male descent of 
all of that year’s stakes winners.

will give him an idea of how few male ancestors 
the Thoroughbred race possesses, once the three 
or four most recent generations are passed over. 
For a much more comprehensive treatment of 
male lines than the present treatment can at- 
tempt, the reader is referred to the two volumes 
of Major John F. Wall’s Thoroughbred Bloodlines, 
published in 1935. 

The families of Domino, Ben Brush, and Fair 
Play are called American lines partly because 
of the fact that they occur so overwhelmingly 
in American pedigrees (approximately 200 of last 
year’s 230 stakes winners had blood of one of 
the three; 99 were descended in tail-male from 
Domino, Ben Brush, or Fair Play), and partly 
because none is recognized by the English Gen- 
eral Stud Book, since their pedigrees contain 
names which can not be traced to the recognized 
English sources. Even the General Stud Book 


has its inconsistencies, however, and includes 
Orby, whose pedigree contains ‘American’ 
blood. 


THE BROODMARE SIRES 

WEEP has been well up on the list of brood- 

mare sires every year since THE BLOOD-HORSE 
began keeping statistics on sires of dams of win- 
ners. In 1927 he was seventeenth; in 1930, 
eighth; in 1931, tenth; in 1932, seventh; in 1933, 
fourth (the nearest he has come to the leader- 
ship); in 1934, eighth; in 1935, sixth. Leading 
contributor to the total of $151,655 in first 
monies won by his get in 1935 was the high- 
ranking 2-year-old Coldstream, sired by *Bull 
Dog. A recheck of the figures given for Sweep 
when the list of leading broodmare sires was 
published in THE BLOOD-HORSE of February 1 re- 
vealed a slight error due to the fact that the 
winner Sing On (one race, $140), which is out 
of a daughter of Sweep On, son of Sweep, was 
mistakenly credited to Sweep. In the following 
list of 1935 winners out of Sweep mares, first 
monies only are included in the winnings.

THE INTERNATIONAL RACES 

Latest crystallization of plans for holding in- 
ternational races roughly modeled on_ the 
Olympic games calls for four races at various 
distances, with purses graduated upward as dis- 
tance is increased. Tentative plans of the com- 
mittee headed by Herbert Bayard Swope call for 
a race at six furlongs, with $25,000 in prize 
money, a race at one mile, worth $35,000, one at 
a mile and an eighth for $50,000, and one at a 
mile and a quarter at $100,000. The movement, 
suggested by Swope, was endorsed by the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Commission- 
ers at Miami last January, and a committee of 
10 was appointed to consider the possibility of 
holding such events, at two or three year in- 
tervals.

SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 


HE BLOOD-HORSE publishes be’ow, for the 

first time in 1936, its list of sires of 2-year- 
old winners. From January 1 through Saturday, 
February 29, 95 2-year-olds, the get of 70 stal- 
lions, won 126 races and $81,940 in first monies, 
an average of $650.32 a race. Statistics for a 
similar period last year, covering January and 
February, showed 68 stallions, 81 winners, 114 
races, $67.655 in first monies, an average of 
$593.46. Thus it appears that the general in- 
crease in distribution which marked last year’s 
racing has been continued into the new year. 
The average first money per race for the first 
two months of this year shows an increase of 
91. per cent over the corresponding period in 
1955; the total first monies in 2-year-old races, 
an increase of 21 per cent. 

Leaders in point of money won by their ju- 
venile representatives this year are Ariel, stand- 
ing at the Greenwich Stud, Lexington; Haste, at 
Elmendorf Farm, Lexington; Bon Homme, at 
Rancho San Luis Rey, California; *Challenger 
II, at Branncastle Farm, Frederick, Md. Ariel 
leads in number of wins, with eight; Bon Homme, 
in number of winners, with four.
